The Georgia Gold belt. 

As many of our readers are un^ 
acquainted with the extent of the 
gold belt in Georgia, wo give the 
following report made by S. W. 
McCallie, assistant state geologist, 
as follows: 

The gold deposits of Georgia be- 
long to the Appalachian gold fields 
an auriferous belt extending from 
Noya Scotia to Alabama. In Geor- 
gia, the belt breaks up into a num- 
ber of minor paralled belts, having 
a northeast-southwest trend. The 
most important of these are the 
Dahlonega and Hall county belts. 
The former, which takes its name 
from Dahlonega, the county- 
seat of Lumpkin county, is the 
most important. This bolt enters 
Georgia from North Carolina in 
the northwerstern part of Rabun 
county, where valuable placer de- 
posits have been worked. Further 
to the southwest in White county 
the belt increases in width and the 
mines at the same time become 
more numerous. As the aurifer- 
ous belt enters Lumpkin county it 
again increases in s : ze, reachi 
its greatest development in the 
vicinity of Dahlonega. In Daw 
son county the Dahlonega gold 
belt becomes more or less broken 
up, but upon entering Cherokee 
county it again regains economic 
importance and continues with but 
few interruptions through Bartow, 
Cobb, Paulding UQl \ Harralson 
counties to the Georgia-Alabama 
State line. The entire length of 
the Dahlonega gold belt thus out- 
lined is about 150 miles, while its 
width varies from 1 to 5 miles. 

The Hall county gold belt lies 
some 10 miles east of the Dahlon- 
ega belt and runs more or less 
paraded with it for more than 100 
miles, stopping short in Fulton 
county, only about 10 miles north 
of Atlanta. . A third belt, which 
includes the Acworth, the Villa 
Rica and the Bonner mines, tra- 
yerses Cobb, Paulding and Carrol 
counties. This Belt is best devel- 
oped in the neighborhood of Villi 
Rica where in former years much 
gold was mined. Another belt in 
eluding some very important mine! 
traverses Lincoln, Columbia, 
McDuflie and Warner counties m 
the eastern part the State. Beyond 



the limits of the belts here men- 
tioned are found a number of iso 
lated localities where gold occurs 
in paying quantities. Such isolat- 
ed deposits as here referred to are 
found in Towns, Union, Gilmer, 
Meriwether and other counties in 
northern part of the State. 

Tiro individual auriferous belts 
of Georgia arc usually made up of 
a great number of veins or ore 
bodies running paralled to each 
other and conforming in]. dip and 
strike to the gnisses and schists, 
the country rock. They yary iu 
thickness from a fraction of an 
inch to several feet or rods, and 
often continue without interruption 
for long distances. In places the 
veins, which consist largely of 
quartz, become greatly extended, 
forming huge shoots of excellent 
ore. Ore bodies are quite abmas 
dant in the Dahlonega district, 
where m the last two years exten- 
sive developments have been cars 
ricd on which no doubt will soon 
result in a large increase in the 
gold output of the state."

ning after being shot, and a pool 
of several gallons of 'blood still 
shows where he fell and died

During the night his 
partner was arrested and lodged 
in jail by Marshal Grizzle on an 
old warrant and next morning 
when Mr. Kindle went to get a 
morning dram and resume busi 
aess his liquor was gone.

A DOUBLE MURDER. 



Both Pierce, (prindie and Wm 
Holeman are Killed. 



Last Friday afternoon Lewis 
Christy of Crumbey's district 
into town for the coronpr and .a 
physician, stating that two ,men 
were killed and another mortally 
wounded. It was not long till 
Coroner McGuire and Dr. C. H. 
Jones were on the ground and there 
beheld one of the most horrible 
sights ever taking place in Lnmp- 
kin county. It was near Pierce Grin- 
dies house whose lifeless form lay 
>thcre, shot in the head and one 
side of it gope and bis brains scat- 
tered for some distance around on 
the ground and bushes. Near by 
William Holeman with a large 
hole in his breast and a part of his 
exposed whose blood stained 
the ground from where he run 
after being shot to the place he fell 
and breathed his last. Tom-Beass 
ley had ; been carried home, in a 
serious condition having been cut, 
shot and struck on the head with 
a hand hammer. 

There had been bad blood be- 
twen the dead parties and the 
Reasleys for. some time and from 
the weapons— a breech loading shot 
gim, pistol, knife, hand hammer, 
pitchfork and a pick—it . seems 
that Friday was a day set apart 
for a settlement. 

jit is said that Tom Beasley and 
Pierce Grindlo first got into it, 
and that brought Will Holeman, a 
cousin of Grindle, and Beasley 
two sons, John and Ben into it, 
when cutting, knocking and shoots 
commenced. And when the 
smoke cleared away Tom "Beasley 
was shot in -the thigh 
dangerous wound.on.tbe head from 
a hand Jhamnier. -Pierce Grindle 
died on the .spot and .ffolem: 
ran off a few feet after being shot 
and died with an open knife in his 
hand. 

Ben and John Beasley left out 
and it is said that one of them 
badly cut. So far both haye escaped 
arrest. Little Joe. Beasley, only 
thirteen years old was brought to 
town and lodged in jail, charged 
with taking a hand in this horri- 
ble affair, but says that he knows 
-nothing about it. .There arcmany 
cosfheting reports but we give the 
following testimony of ^the . two 
only eye witnesses '.before -the 
corners tjury and our readers 
judge for themselves: 

(J. >.W, r-Grindle sworn says-: 1 
was at the home of Pierce Grindle 
and alii know about the death is, 
Pierce went to the shop and the 
first time 1 saw him after he left 
the house he came to the draw 
bars and I saw Holeman come up. 
Beasley came up on a horse or 
J saw Pierce start out 
acs-oss a small patch ef woods. ,1 
saw fjohn 'Beasley come up and 
shooting eoKimenced. I do not 
know who did the shooting. 

John Grindle, son of Piei 
Grindle, sworn says: I was at the 
house about 100 yards away and 
saw Joe Grindle shoot at Holeman 
three times with a pistol. I also 
saw John, Ben and W. T. Beasley. 
I cannot remember hearing shot 
gun firing but one time. 

Benj. Grindle, son of Pierce 
Grindle en oathaays: Pierce Grin- 
dle.. (pa) and myself had gone to 
the shop after dinner and we had 
no back to the draw bars. Hole- 
man was there sitting on the fence. 
•John Beasley, Tom Boasley 
Ben Beasley came up. Pa told 
them not to go through the field- 
that if they would take the brush 
out of the road they could come 
through as they had always done. 
Tom Beasley then drew a pick on 
pa, he dropped his hammer and 
took hold of the pick. Holeman 
tried to keep themfrom fighting. 
Then Ben Beasley shot.pa with a 
pisto'i aud .John Deasley shot him 
th a single barrel breach loading 
shot gun." I don't know who shot 
Holeman. Pa commenced hollow- 
ing when hit with the pistol bullet. 
The Beasley boys then lef c across 
the hill. I don't know who shot 
W. T. Beasley. Tom Beasley had 
a pitchfork and a pick and pa had 
his shop hammer, same one found 
on the ground where fight occur- 
red. 



John Grindle (son of Pierce 
Grindle) sworn says; ,1 was at the 
bouse about 10.0 yards away and 
saw Joe Beasley shoot at Holeman 
three times with a pistol. ,1 also saw 
John, Ben and W. T. Beasley,.,! 
cannot remember hearing shot 
gun fired but one time. 

Since ponning the above Ren, 
John and Tom Beasley surrender- 
ed to the sheriff last Monday and 
all arc now in jail together with 
the little boy, Joe Beasley, charg- 
ed with murder. Ben Beasley is 
cut in the thigh and John has a 
k,njfe woujnd in the back. Cols. 
Liily L a.ncl Baker haye been em> 
pjoyed ; vfpr . the defense who are 
now busy preparing to make a 
fight-to.saye their lives. 

This as .the worst affair that 
ever occurred in Lumpkin county, 
and it is deeply regretted by ev- 
ery citizen within its borders. It 
is sad enough for these grown 
persona..to be charged with mur- 
der, -but, when it comes. to a little 
thirteen year-old-boy to have to 
be handcuffed and brought to 
p-riaon .with this high offense 
against him it is still much sad- 
der and should be a warning to 
aJ,L-T-both old and young.

Constitution of the Lumpkin 
County Guerry Club. 

Article 1. This organization 
shall be known as the Lumpkin 
County Guerry Club. 

Art. 2. Its object to secure the 
nomination and election of Hon. 
Dupont Guerry to be the next
